The streets are there - the money has been 
spent + but the Selectmen didn't observe the 
laws and rituals which govern the preparation 
of Betterment Streets, and there is consequent- 
ly a good question as to whether or not the 
money was legally spent - and whether or not 
the abuttors on the streets will have to pay. 

The laws governing the acceptance of streets | 
under the Betterment Plan are confusing to the 
layman, and even to the gentlemen in the legal 
profession. A mistake, it has often been said, 
will mean that the money is spent illegally, 
and that the people who were supposed to have 
to pay can go off seot free. 

Our former Principal Assessor, Alfred Cala- j 
brese, prepared a synopsis of those laws, list- 
ing each action that had to be performed, and 
warning that, if certain things were not dme 
the result would be "fatal". There were a total 
of 13 steps that had to be taken, almost all of 
which were "mandatory", in Calabreses's words. 

When other towns and cities heard of the 
work of Calabrese they wrote for copies of his 
work. It was referred to, on one or two occas- 
sions as the "Wilmington Plan". 

Wilmington's Selectmen gladly sent copies of 
Calabrese's work to the other towns who had re- 
quested it. Calabrese, twice, was the featured j 
speaker at the annual meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Assessors, at the University of Massachu- 
setts, where he expounded on the laws of Bet- 
terments, and the penalties for not observing 
them. |

Change in Rules 
| It was developed in the con- 
| versation Monday night that 
burning is and will be neces- 
sary at the Spinazola property 
The Board of Health told Spi- 
nazola to do his burnings on | 
Monday mornings, if possible. 
Spinazola does not want to | 
burn on days that could be 
hazardous, he told the board, | 
and hence may not be ai le to | 
burn on some Mondays. | 
Monday was preferable because 
that is the day the dump is 
{closed to the public, but if 
the weather is too dry or too 
| windy Spinazola would rather 
wait for a better opportunity | 
} to burn. 

The wood is being brought to 
| the Spinazola dump is because 
the Yilmington Board of Water | 
Commissioners closed off Abi- | 
| gail’s Island (which is in the | 
middle of the town’s water | 
shed) after it developed that 
residents and others were | 
leaving tin cans and garbage 
on the island. | 
Some place had to be found in 
which wood, stumps, etc could | 
be disposed of, and an arrange 
ment was made between the | 
Board of Health and Spinazola, | 
over and above his regular 
contract, which is for a sani- 
tary land fill dperation. 

Violators 

Spinazola told the Board of 
his troubles with persons who 
insist on dumping forbidden 
materials in the dump. 

Often, he s@id, people rent 


a trailer, load it with house- 
hold trash, garbage, and other 
materials, and then put old 
boards on top, and drive to 
his dump. 

The attendent sees the old 
boards, figures it should go 
to the ‘burning pile’ and 
only after the garbage is on 
the ground is it realized that 
\the error has been made. 
| His attempts to ‘police’ the 
|dumping brought out events 
that were both humerous and | 
otherwise, 

Often, when people find they 
have materials that cannot be 
dumped (one of the reasons 
being that they arrive when 
the dump is ‘closed’ they dump 
| outside tne property. 

Other times, too, Spinazola 
finds that they attempt to 
get rid of bodies of animals, 
dogs, etc (the disposal of 
dogs is the function of the 
} dog officer). They become very 
incensed when Spinazola refu- 
ses to allow the dumping of 
forbidden items. 

Spinazola had his sympathy 
for some of the men whom he | 
has had to refuse. i 
‘perhaps’, he said, ‘they | 
have f nally cleaned up the | 
yard after six months of nag- | 
ging by their wives. They they 
arrive at the dump and are 
told that certain things can- 
not be dumped! That makes them 
fit to be tied’. 

He related that one time one 
of the men arrived on a Sunday 
morning, and learning that the 
dump couldn’t accept garbage 
he grabbed Spinazola’s shirt 
and shook Spinazola. 
Spinazola lost a couple of 
buttons, but shook the inci- 
dent off as ‘one of those
